BELGRADE, Nov. 23 (AP) 
—Yugoslavia protested to Hun- 
gary Friday that Imre Nagy 
and his associates who left 
the Yugoslay Embassy in 
Budapest Thursday under 
guarantees of safety have not 
returned to their homes. The 
Yugoslgv announcement said 
nothing about their fate but 
the protest indicates this 
country fears they are under 
arrest, Nagy is the moderate 
“independent” Communist lea- 
der whose brief premiership 
during early stages of the 
Hungarian revolution was end- 
ed by Soviet guns. He and 
his associates took refuge in 
the Yugoslay Embassy in an 
effort to avoid arrest.

The strike hit as a severe 
coal shortage threatened to add 
new misery to the suffering lot 
of the Hwngarian populace with 
the tightening grip of winter.

VIENNA, Nov. 23 (Kyodo- 
UP)—A record 6,000 frozen 
and ~bedragglied Hungarian 
refugees staggered across the 
Iron Curtain into freedom in 


Austria during the night, 
border centrol officials re- 
ported Friday. The figure 


was the largest yet for the 
after dark flood of desperate 
humanity. The new inrush 
brought the total of refugees 
since Oct. 30 to 66,000.

The deportees were assembled 
in cellars of the southern, west- 
ern and eastern railroad stations 
in Budapest. 

One woman, who pleaded she 
remain unidentified, said she 
was among deportees who afr- 
rived Monday in the Soviet Uk- 
raine from Budapest aboard 
four trains made up of 99 freight 
car's, 


The woman said the train 
stopped at a Ukrainian village 
and the deportees were locked 
in wagons for two days. Then 
without explanation, she said, 
all the women were released 
and allowed to return to Hun- 
gary. She then escaped to 
Austria, 

“I don’t know what happened 
to the men and children,” she 
said. 

Workers’ leaders reportediy 
met Thursday night with pup- 
pet Premier Janos Kadar to 
discuss the new general strike 
in the capital ana conditions 
which would get the workers 
back to their jobs. 

Among the workers’ demands 
is the release of all civil and 
military prisoners and reports 
on where they are held. 

Kadar’s regime reportedly re- 
ceived support and a pledge of 
aid Thursday from Communist 
Rumania’s leaders. The Kadar 
Government met with a Ruman- 
ian delegation headed by Com- 
munist Party rirst Secretary 
Gheorghi Gheorghiu-Dej.

Isaac Berger, 20-year-old Is- 
rael-born American gave the 
U.S. its third gold medal Friday 
when he broke the Olympic 
featherweigat weightlifting rec- 
ord. 

Dumas won the high jump at 
2.12 meters (6 ft. 11% _ in.); 
Miss Fikatova threw the discus 
53.69 meters (176 ft. 1% in.); 
Kuts won the 10,000-meter run 
in 28:45.6, and Vinci took 
the bantamweight champion- 
ship with a total lift of 342.5 
kilos.

In the high jump, Yukio Ishi- 
kawa qualified for the finals by 
easily clearing 1.92 meters on 
his first leap. He went to 1.96 
meters but dropped out at the 
2-meter height, 

Both Kyohei Ushio and Akira 


Kiyofuji were eliminated in 
qualifying heats of the _ 100- 
meter dash. Ushio came in 


third in his heat with a time of 
11 sec. flat and missed advanc- 
ing by three-tenths of a second. 
Kiyofuji was fourth in his 
heat, 

Toyoko Yoshino, Japan’s hope 
in the women’s discus and 
fourth-place winner in 1952, was 
unable to make the qualifying 
distance of -42 meters. Her top 
throw was 40.91 meters. 


Japan to Ask U.S. 
For Defense Ships 


The Defense Agency will 
shortly make a formal request 
to the United States Govern- 
ment for one light cruiser, two 
destroyers and two mine-sweep- 
ers, totaling 10,000 tons under 
the Mutual Defense Assistance 
Plan. 

The request will be made 
through the U.S. Military As- 
sistance Advisory Group with a 
view to intensifying maritime 
defense power. 

The application for defense 
aid will be made earlier than 


scheduled so that a U.S. reply 
may be had by the end of the 
year, | 


New Era in Diplomacy Seen 
On Soviet Peace Ratification 


The Foreign Office is girding 
for a new era in Japan’s diplo- 
macy to be ushered in when the 
technical state of war with the 
Soviet Union is brought to a 
close, 

The Government will go 
ahead with arrangements for 
exchange of instruments of ra- 
tification as soon as the Japan- 
Soviet joint declaration is ap- 
proved by the Diet. 

Under Article 10 of the joint 
declaration, the exchange of the 
ratification instruments is to 
take place in Tokyo. 

A staff of four Foreign Office 
personnel are now in Moscow 
making preparations for the 
opening of an embassy when 
the joint declaration goes into 
effect. They will be joined 
Shortly by two more staff from 
the home office and by Counsel- 
lor Kinya Niizeki of the Japa- 
nese Legation in Stockholm in 
mid-December. 

Japan and the Soviet Union 
are expected to assign between 
30 to 40 officials to their embas- 


sies in each other’s capital. But 
it was believed the Japanese 
staff would be initially limited 
to around 10 because of limited 
budget. Speculation was _ rife, 
too, that the Government would 
appoint ‘Niizeki as charge 
d'affairs instead of naming an 
ambassador from the outset. 

When the instruments of 
ratification are exchanged with 
the Soviet Union, Japan is to 
make a positive bid for admit- 
tance into the United Nations. 
Envoys abroad will be directed 
to ask member nations of the 
United Nations to support its 
bid, with special emphasis on 
the countries making up the 
Security Council. 

Foreign Office circles believe 
it would be most desirable to 
have Japan’s entry jointly spon- 
soned by all of the 11 Security 
Council nations. The same

Anti-“‘main current” dissidents 


are expected to stage a last 
minute battle Saturday against 
the ratification of the Japan 
Soviet interim peace agreement. 

The stage for the anticipated 
verbal fireworks will be the 
Liberal-Demo: : tic caucus which 
has been called specially to ¢o- 
ordinate the procedures for Diet 
approval of the peace agreement 
and three other relevant con- 
tracts between Japan and the 


Soviet Union. These agreements 
are tentatively scheduled for 
ratification by the House of Rep- 
resentatives on Tuesday. 


Leading the van against the 
ratification is the Jikyoku Kon- 
dankai (Council for Discussing 
Current Problems) centering 
around the hard core of the 
Yoshida faction. This group has 
scheduled a meeting of its own 
prior to the party caucus to dis- 
cuss its strategy. 


At this meeting the dissidents 
are expected to decide in favor 
of negative votes on the four 
Japanese-Soviet agreements un- 
less a rider is attached to the 
ratification resolution. The 
“rebels” are demanding that in 
the proposed rider, Japan ob- 
tain firm Russian commitment 
to table pending territorial is- 
sues including the Southern 
Kurile Islands of Kunashiri 
and Etorofu in the projected 
negotiations for a full, final 
peace treaty between the two 
countries. 


Contrary to Japanese wishes, 
the Russo-Japanese joint dec- 
laration failed to _ provide 
specifically «hat the island issue 
will be discussed in the coming 
peace treaty talks. The Rus- 
sians take the stand that all ter- 
ritorial issues have been settled 
by now. 


Liberal-Democratic leaders are, 
however, wary of attaching the 
proposed rider. Prime Minister 
Hatoyama told the Diet com-| 
mittee studying the Russo- 
Japanese agreements Thursday 
that he was opposed to attach- 
ing such a reservation clause. 


Executive officers of the ruling 
party are reportedly determined 
to force a majority decision on 
Diet ratification minus reserva- 
tions, hoping that after they 


have given vent to their feelings | 


at Saturday’s caucus, the dis- 
sidents would soften up. They 
are hoping that the “rebel” 
elements would not go beyond 
abstaining from voting when 
the resolution for ratification is 
brought up to the Lower House 
plenary session.

GIFU, Nov. 23 (Kyodo)—Bam- 
boku Ohno of the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party said the party con- 
vention will probably be held 
between Dec, 15 and 20.

U.K. Ready | 
To Withdraw 
One Battalion 
From Egypt 


LONDON, Nov. 23 (Kyodo- 
UP)—The Allied Commander in’ 
Egypt announced Friday he 
would withdraw one battalion 
of British troops “almost imme- 
diately,” but Egypt hinted it 
considered Britain and France 
finished as major powers in the 
Middle East. 

The Egyptian Government 
newspaper Al Gomhouriya said 
Friday in Cairo it would guar- 
antee freedom of navigation 
through the Suez Canal to all 
nations except Britain and 
France. However, it did not 
threaten to bar them from the 
waterway, 

“Anglo-French aggression has 
put an end to the Suez Canal 
problem as far as the two na- 
tions are concerned,” it said, 
“but Egypt is prepared to give 
all guarantees to the rest of the 
world regarding freedom and 
navigation” of the canal. 

“Egypt from today will never 
recognize Britain and France as 
two major powers,” the paper 
said. 

Gen. Sir Charles Keightley, 
former British Commander in 
the Suez Canal zone and now 
Commander in Chief of the 
Anglo-French invasion force, 
flew to Port Said from his head- 
quarters on Cyprus and an- 
nounced the withdrawal of the 
British battalion, 

He said one battalion would 
be withdrawn “almost immedia- 
tely” in keeping with the pledge 
made to the United Nations by 
British Foreign Secretary. 
Selywn Lloyd. He promised to 
withdraw other forces “as fast 
as U.N. troops arrive.” 

Egypt already has rejected 
Anglo-French plans for a gradu- 
al withdrawal, and said if they 
did not get out at once they 
faced the possibility of provok- 
ing a third world war. Egypt 
was backed by an Afro-Asian 
resolution in the United Na- 
tions calling for immediate 
withdrawal. 

Britain and France were re- 
ported balking at “mass” with- 
drawal of their troops now for 
fear that Egvptian President 
Nasser wouid win uncontested 
control of the Suez Canal and 
the job of clearing it of sunken 
ships. | 

Only one company of U.N. 
police, a group of about 190 
Norwegians, has arrived in 
Port Said. 

A spokesman said they were 
not actually on patrol duty yet 
and would await orders from 
Gen. E. L. M. Burns, the police 
force chief. 


U.S. Thanksgiving 
Deaths Total 158 


CHICAGO, Nov. 23 (Kyodo- 
UP)—Americans gave thanks 
and feasted on turkey in tradi- 
tion Thanksgiving Day, but the 
holiday death toll exceeded ex- 
pectations of safety experts. 

The UP count for the period 
showed at least 126 persons 
were killed in traffic accidents 
during the holiday period. Ten 
persons died in fires, two in a 
plane crash and 20 by miscel- 
laneous causes for an over-all 
holiday death toll of 158. 

The worst single accident 
occurred on U.S. 36 west of 
Springfield, Illinois, where five 
members of one family died in

In more ways 
than one, the 
trip was highly Fujiyama 
instructive. Among the thoughts 
foremost on my mind is the im- 
portance of that particular re 
gion to the future of the world. 

Relatively few Japanese have 
visited the areas, however, and 
we including myself have been 
deficient in our knowledge about 
them. In view of the recent 
and future developments in the 
Middle and Near East, Japan 
ought to try to familiarize her- 
self with their conditions. 


This is particularly important 
because we expect to be a mem- 
ber of the United Nations be 
fore long, and it behooves 
us to know political and econo 
mic conditions of that region, 
as well as of other parts of the 
world. 


Throughout my trip, I found 
the people in this region. favor- 
ably disposed toward Japan. 


{But this does not mean neces 


ame 


‘desires, 


sarily that their understanding 
of Japan is adequate. In this 
regard, there is much we can 
do—giving them information to 
help them appreciate conditions 
in and surrounding Japan. 
With reference to the prob- 
lems which are afflicting the re- 
gion of late, I have this to say. 
Thanks to the advanced tech- 
nological means of communica- 


tions, political, economic and 
social changes rapidly travel 
throughout the world. Such 


changes seldom remain within 
the confines of one nation or 
Culture, but they affect all other 
parts of the earth to some ex- 
tent or other. 

Therefore, the world can no 
longer remain divided, for in- 
Stance, between “haves” and 
“have nots.” 

This, for one thing, makes me 
think that we can’t negate na- 
tionalism and at the same time 
the advanced nations ought to 
understand fully and give guid- 
ance to the less advanced na- 
tions and help them fulfill their 


The bigger powers should 
show their magnanimity and 
Senerosity and the smaller na- 
tions, too, should try to borrow 
the strength of the larger na- 
tions in building themselves up. 
Only then can the so-called 
backward countries expect to 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Nov. 
23 (AP)—Twenty-one Asian and 
African countries Thursday 
night formally renewed their 
insistence that Britain, France 
and Israel pull quickly ‘out of 
Egypt. 

One Asian delegate said they 
have U.S. support but the 
United States would not spon- 
sor the proposal directly. 


The U.N. General. Assembly 
will discuss the demand, in the 
form of a resolution, at its Fri- 
day meeting. 

Usually well-informed sources 
said the United States, however, 
would submit another resolu- 
tion Friday which would au- 
t.orize U.N. Secretary-General 
Dag Hammarskjold to negotiate 
contracts for clearance of the 
blocked Suez Canal. 


The draft of the African-Asian 
resolution asks the Assembly to 


“note with grave concern” that 
Britain, France ana Israel have 
not yet complied with Assembly 
decisions Nov. 2 and Nov. 7 that 
they should withdraw from 
Egypt. 

It wants the Assembly to de 
mand that the three invaders 
“comply forthwith” with the 
decisions and to ask the U.N, 
Secretary-General for a report

The sponsors are the 12 Arad 
and North African countries, 
plus Afghanistan, Burma, Cam- 
bodia, Ceylon, Ethiopia, India, 
Indonesia, Nepal and Pakistan.

ERgypt Dickering With USSR 

Washington, Novy. 23 
(INS)—U.S. officials admitted 
Friday that the West is power- 
less to prevent Egypt from re- 
building its forces with new 
Soviet arms, 

Reports from London claimed 
Egypt is now dickering with 
Moscow to replace military 
equipment damaged or captur- 
ed during the fighting with Is- 
raeli, British and French forces. 

The London dispatches said 
Egypt hopes to regain military 
superiority over Israel before 
the end of this year. 

Although U.S. officials could 
not confirm these reports, they 
agreed it was “quite logical’ for 
Cairo to do so, 


Two Tories 
Elected to 
Lower House 


FUKUOKA, Nov. 23 (Kyodo) 
—Liberal-Democrats Tsuneo 
Kangyu. and Shigeki Nakajima 
were elected to the Lower 
House in a by-election conduct- 
ed Thursday, 


The runner-up in the election 
was Masamichi Cho, a Socialist. 

Kangyu was formerly secre- 
tary to the Finance Minister 
and has been elected three 
times. 


Nakajima, who is currently 
chairman of the Prefectural 
Forestry Road Association, has 
been elected to the Lower 
House six times, 


With the election of two new 
members, the  Liberal-Demo- 
cratic Party’s membership in 
the 467-member Lower House 
has increased to 299. The ruling 
party is, nowever, still short of 
the two-thirds majority. 


The Socialist candidate’s 


surprising defeat in Fukuoka 
Prefecture, where Socialist in- 
fluence had been regarded as 
deeply entrenched, came on the 
heels of the Socialists’ failure 
in the recent election for the 
Mayor of Fukuoka, 


The Socialist candidate held 
an advantage in the election as 
he was the only candidate, ex- 
cepting a Communist, from the 
leftist camp, while three con- 
servative candidates, including 
one independent, had to split 
the conservative vote. 


Masamichi Naga, the Soci- 
alist candidate, was formerly a 
member of the Right-Wing 
Socialist Party and_ present 
Chairman of the Prefecture’s 
Autocycle Race Association 
strongly opposed by workers 
and farmers in the prefecture. 
The Prefectural Federation of 
Sohyo-affiliated trade unions 
openly opposed Naga’s candi- 
dacy. 

About 100,000: workers who 
formerly supported the Left- 
Wing Socialist Party “deliber- 
ately abstained from voting,” 
as a Sohyo spokesman put it. 

In this by-election, all candi- 
dates were minor political 
figures—none of them enjoyed 
nationwide popularity. 

The Liberal-Democratic Party 
whose two candidates won the 
election, was overjoyed at the 
result, calling it a proof show- 
ing that the party “still enjoyed 
the support of the nation.” 

This election showed that the 
Socialists, reunited in 1955 after 
several vears of disunity, still 
are More or less divided in the 
lower level organizations. The 
indifferent attitude taken by 
Socialist left-wingers toward 
the Right-Wing Socialist candi- 
date was held to be the direct 
cause of the election defeat.

HONGKONG, Novy. 23 (AP)— 
The damage done to Soviet pres- 
tige among socialist and neutral 
nations of Asia by the heavy- 
handed intervention !n Hungary 
is causing anxiety in Red China. 

Chairman Mao Tse-tung of the 
Red Chinese Government and 
his top aides, using a Marxist 
jargon which socialist countries 
might understand, have set in 
motion a propaganda campaign 
aimed at reasurring smaller 
Aisan countries that they are in 
no similar danger of being de- 
voured by the Red Chinese tiger. 

Red China, Peiping had said 
in repeated statements since the 
Hungarian rebellion, will not be 
guilty of big-nation chauvinism 
toward its neighbors, 

As used by Mao, Premier 
Chou En-lai, and Red Chinese 
commentators, it implies a’ 
rebuke to the Soviet Union in 
its relations with Eastern Euro- 
pean satellites. 


Chou Addresses Assembly 

PNOM PENH, Nov. 23 (Kyo- 
do-UP) — Communist China’s 
Premier Chou En-lai met Prem- 
ier San Yun of Cambodia Friday 
and then addressed a joint ses- 
sion of the Cambodian National 
Assembly and the Royal Coun- 
cil, 

Chou, who arrived here Thurs- 
day on a “goodwill” tour of 
Southeast Asia told King Sura- 
marit and other high officials he 
would advise all Chinese living 
in Cambodia to “avoid blocs and 
respect the sovereignty of the 
country.” 

King Suramarit thanked the 
Red Chinese leader for the 
“generous aid” he had sent to

In a 6,000-word editorial that 
ran across three of its six pages, 
the Soviet Communist Party 
newspaper tore into Tito’s Nov. 
11 speech at Pula, in which the 
Yugoslav President sharply 
criticized Soviet policy in Hun- 
gary and Eastern Europe, | 


But the relatively friendly 
tone of the editorial indicated 
that no new break between 
Russia and “'ugoslavia was im- 
minent, 


Asserting that Tito called on 
the East European countries to 
“go it alone,” Pravda declared: 
“There Cannot be any advantage 
to the cause of construction of 
a socialist society in a call for 
breaking away from other so- 
cialist states, from the fraternal 
family of socialist countries.” 

Pravda charged Tito with 
advocating “independence” of 
the Eastern bloc from the Soviet 
Union and the Soviet Commun- 
ist Party, and added indignantly 
that the Soviet Union had never 
sought “any kind of dependence” 
from these countries and that 
moreover “this is well known to 
all.” 

At the same time, Pravda de- 
clared that Tito was setting up 
Yugoslavia as the best example 
for other socialist countries to 


even the only possible way... 
for almost all countries of the 
eworld.” — 

Pravda then indicated that 
Tito has iilusions of Yugoslavia 
becoming the center of the 
Communist. bloc and cited an 
old Russian saying applicable 
to his position: “Withogt us 
even the sun doesn’t rise.” 

Pravda criticize certain as- 
pects of the Yugoslav form of 
socialism such as the acceptance 
of aid from “capitalist coun- 
tries, especially the United 
States.” @It pointed out that 
the capitalist courtries use aid 
as a device to “fan controversy 
between socialist countries.” 

The paper added that other 
socialist countrie, could not 
very well follow Yugoslavia’s 
example in this. 

It also said that Yugoslav 
economic planning had many 
shortcomings, anc that there 
still is a serious grain shortage. 
On the basis of this, Pravda de- 
clared, “the Yugoslay example” 
can hardly be followed by other 
socialist countries, 


of Soviet policy in Hungary, 
Pravda admitted that the Rako- 
si regime made serious econo- 
mie and political mistakes and 
“jt did not follow the fricndly 
advice” of the Soviet Union. 

Pravda said that Soviet inter- 
vention in Hungary was justi- 
fied in order 4o save socialism 
and that someday Hungarian 
workers, peasants, and _ intelli- 
gentsia “undoubtedly will better 
understand and evaluate our 
actions”—tacitly admitting a 
lack of “understanding” and 
sympathy at the present time. 

The newspaper said that when 
Tito called Soviet intervention 
“a mistake” he was being “in- 
consistent.”

Japan Sounding Out Sources 
Of Fuel for Atomic Reactors 


The Government is now 
sounding out Canada, Belgium, 
Portugai and Thailand on the 
possibility of importing uranium 
ores to be used as fuel for 
atomic reactors. 

Japan’s atomic energy deve- 
lopment plan envisages the con- 
struction of a reactor of water- 
boiler type at Tokai-mura, Iba- 
raki Prefecture, next March and 
the placing of an order for a 
British power reactor next year. 
As for the reactor fuels, how- 
ever, the present plan calls only 
for the lease of six kilograms of 
enriched uranium from the U.S. 

Japan is now negotiating a 
detailed arrangement with the 
U.S. on the first-stage lease of 
only two kilograms. There is 
no clear prospect as yet for the 
acquisition of natural ‘uranium. 

Therefore, the Government is 


considering importing half- 


refined unranium ores as well 
as enriched uranium from 
Canada. 

Ichiro Ishikawa, member of 
the Japanese Atomic Energy 
Commission and head of the 
atomic reactor survey team, is 
now in that country to nego- 
tiate directly with the Canadian 
Government.

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Nov. 

23  (Kyodo-UP)—Ceylon Thurs- 
day. joined the growing list of 
nations urging the admission of 
Japan into the United Nations. 
- The plea for Japan, coupled 
with one for the admission of 
Communist China, was made by 
Ceylones2 Prime Minister S. W. 
R. D. Bandaranaike, the first 
speaker at the Thursday after- 
noon 11th session opening of the 
General Assembly. 

“There are countries,” he said, 
“whose claims of admission ap- 
pear ‘to-many of us to be un- 
wuestioned anu whose admission 
will undoubtedly make more 
fully representative the member- 
ship of this great world organ- 
ization for peace.” 

“I hope that before long their 
claims will receive the con- 
sideration which is their due. 
Amongst them I wish to men- 
tion particularly such countries 
as the People’s Republic of 
China and wapan...” 

The Ceylonese Prime Minis- 


ter in his address also repudiat- 
ed charges that some Asian na- 
tions “were lukewarm about 
the happenings in Hungary” 
and said Ceylon abstained on 
the first U.N. resolution calling 
for the withdrawal of Russian 
troops from Hungary because 
of a lack of time for proper 
study of the matter. 

Cambodia’s U.N. Ambassador 
Nong Kimny asked the General 
Assembly to give Asia full rep- 
resentation on the Security 
Council and other important 
U.N. organs, 

He said that the lack of Asian 
participation in the council 
should be “remedied without 
delay” because of the increase 
in membership of the U.N. 


He also spoke for trye univer.

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Old Shops of Tokyo: 


Shintomi-cho Tabi Store | 
Still Caters to Actors 


By TSUGI SHIRAISHI 


The Onoya Tabi (Japanese 
footwear) Co., in Shintomi-cho, 
Chuo-ku, the oldest tabi store in 
: Tokyo, was founded during the 
Anyeli Era (1772-1778) in Shiba 
and was moved to the present 
site in 1848. Miyokichi Fuku- 
shima, founder of the store, 
made armor and other apparel 
including footwear and hakama 
(kind of skirt) for the retainers 
of the Satsuma clan whose head 
had his Yedo residence in ‘Mita. 

According to Fukutaro Fuku- 
shima, the fifth descendant, 
Shintomi-cho which was then 
‘$alled Shimabara-Naka-no-cho 
‘was a redlight district when 
the store was set up there. 
There was a river nearby 
where clams were abundant. 

After the Shintomi-za Theater 
was built in this area in 1874 
the store began to make special 
tabi for actors who lived near- 
by. Today the store makes tabi 
of various kinds and colors for 
professional dancers and Kabuki 
actors as well as_ ordinary 
white tabi. 

According to Fukushima tabi 
was made of leather of a green- 
ish color in the olden days and 
‘had no divided toes. They were 
more or less like anklets tied 
at the ankle with strings. Such 
leather footwear was expensive, 
so it was worn by the samurai 
_ (warriors) who belonged to the 

privileged class. Ordinary peo- 
ple had to make their own tabi 
by hand using whatever materi- 
al they had.

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Politics is a complicated and somewhat uncertain busi- 
ness in eny country but in a Communist State, where pub- 
lie opinion and the feelings of the masses are at a discount, 


‘it is apt to be doubly so. 


Ever since the death of Stalin, it is only too obvious 
that the Kremlin has been the scene of all sorts of maneu- 
vers and intrigues among the top Soviet leaders for place 
ana power. The Russian people, of course, have had noth- 
ing to do with it; the Red leaders dictate policies and 
wrangle among themselves without regard to the rest of the 
nation although they perforce have an eye to the Army 
which it it should ever take on a decided political character 
of its own under ambitious leaders might well be the down- 
fal: of the Kremlin camarilla. 


The fall of Malenkov from the chief direction of affairs 
led to the present seeming dyarchical system of Marshal 
Bulganin and Mr. Khrushchev whose real nature has puzzl- 
ed many. It has been marked by the curious destaliniza- 
tion program and the repudiation to some extent of diciator- 
ship and these developments have in turn exacerbated the 
long-felt discontent among the East European satellites. 

There have been statements—probably false—that the 
Soviet leaders would welcome a measure of liberalism in 
the Communist world. Rather than any true conversion to 
democratic principles on the part of the Soviet leaders, 
however, we are inclined to think that this is only a kind of 
camouflage put up by Moscow to strengthen its influence 
among nations which wish to tread a socio-economic and 
political path on socialist lines. 


But the events in Poland and Hungary would seem to 
show that this kind of thing does not work very well. Aspi- 
rations to liberty are infectious and the subject peoples of 
the Red satellites are everywhere showing unrest. It is ob- 
vious that the Stalinists, and others in the Red ranks who 
are all-out totalitarians, are still potent in Moscow’s coun- 
cils and the cruel repression of the Hungarian liberaliza- 
tion movement would seem to suggest their triumph. 


One significant point is that the issue is not merely the 
struggle between Soviet communism and what we might 
call national communism. Strong demands have been made 
in Poland for a sweeping reform of the whole political cys- 
tem. And in Hungary, the first concessions promised by 
the Nagy Government failed to satisfy the people. Soviet 
leaders have no doubt taken note of the fact in pursuing 
their Hungarian policy that the largest of the revolutionary 
groups in battle-torn Hungary announced that it wanted a 
“Western-type” democracy and not the proletarian-dictator- 
ship brand forced upon them by the Soviet Union. 

Against this, the Kremlin heirarchy is apparently react- 
ing and the appointment of Mr. Molotov as Minister of State 
Control of the USSR can be interpreted as a move back 
toward Stalin’s totalitarian setup. 


Mr. Molotov, whose adroitness in the field of interna- 


_ tional politics is a matter of common knowledge, is one of 


the builders of the Soviet empire. There is little doubt 
that, recent events having suggested that that empire 
is a little shaky, he has been called to a position where he 
may help materially to strengthen the structure. 

How far this will involve a realignment of the factions 
in the Kremlin remains to be seen. Possibly Mr. Khruish- 
chev himself will be forced into a back seat before long. 
But however this may be, we feel certain that considerable 
changes in Soviet Russia will emerge before long. Unfor- 
tunately, we fear that the forces that make for liberaliza- 
tion have small chance at present of success. 

It seems evident that the nature of communism is such 
that the system itself must fall to pieces if human liberties 
and rights are respected and it is difficult to conceive of 
the Red leaders allowing this. It would be too dangerous 
for them personally and some sort of dictatorship is likelv 
to be upheld—if only in their self-defense—so long as the 
Russ'an people will permit. 


Under the circumstances, it seems only natural that 
the Japanese people should now ponder the grim reality 
of communism in practice as compared with its thecretical 
appeal. One of the favorite themes of the Communists is 
that they represent a wave of the future—an inexorable 
force destined to sweep across the globe. In the past a 
general belief or fear of this has immeasurably aided the 
Soviet Union to achieve their objectives against weaker 
neighbors. 

ne dramatic events of the past few weeks testify to 
the bitter dissatisfaction of the satellite peoples who are 
closest to communism 1n practice. It has been proved that 
communism is not the “progressive force” it claims to be. 
In Poland and Hungary and earlier in East Germany it was 
demonstrated that the Communist system not only has 
‘failed to meet the needs of the workers but has actually 


exploited them. 


It is no wonder that things should begin to stir behind 


the Kremlin walls.

Saturday, Nov. 24 

As2hi Shimbun regretted the 
Liberal-Democratic intra-party 
strife over Hatoyama’s succes- 
sor. The party presidency is an 
intra-party problem but as the 
party president is destined to 
become Prime Minister the issue 
is a matter of great concern to 
the general public as_ well. 
Therefore, the paper said the 
ruling Party should select as its 
new head an “incorruptible and 
sincere” person with "strong 
sense of responsibility.” If the 
Liberal-Democratic Party is able 
to elect a “respectable” pres- 
ident, it will become respected, 
the paper said. 


Mainichi Shimbun called on 
the 125,000 welfare committee 
members to be elected Dec, 1 
throughout the country to make 
efforts to enlist local coopera- 
tion in their welfare activities. 
The paper said that if aided by 
members of their communities, 
welfare committees should be 
able to prevent cases of family 
suicides from occurring in their 
communities and stop maltreat- 
ment of children. Therefore, 
the committees’ primary and 
first task will be to seek wide 
cooperation and participation in 
their welfare activities. At the 
same time, the communities 
should understand the commit- 
tees’ mission to help the needy 
and help their activities, 


Yomiuri Shimbun commented 
on the situation of dissident 
elements of the ruling Liberal- 
Democratic Party who are op- 
posed to ratification of 
the Japan-Soviet Union Joint 
Declaration. The paper said, the 
dissidents should abide by any 
decision taken at today’s meet- 
ing of the party Dietmen. How- 
ever, if and when convinced 
that voting for the declaration 
would be against their princi- 
ples, they should bolt the party 
and vote as they like. At the 
same time, the paper urged the 
party leadership to steer to- 
day’s meeting in a democratic 
way and to refrain from putting 
any pressure on dissidents ex- 
pressing their views. 


Tokyo Shimbun took up to- | 


day’s scheduled meeting of the 
ruling Liberal-Democratic 
Party’s Diet members to finalize 
the party’s stand on the Japan- 
Soviet Union Joint Declara-ion 
for normalization of the two na- 
tions’ diplomatic relations. The 
intra-party strife over whether 


to vote for the declaration or - 


not in the Diet is attributable 
to the fact that the party so far 
hasyfailed to fully discuss the 
issue. Before anything else is 
done, the party should at the 
meeting decide whether a de- 
cision by the meeting will bind 
party members. It so the Diet- 
men should abide by the party's 
decision, Any dissident ele- 
ments should bolt the party if 
they intend to vote against the 
declaration. 


Hungary and the Japanese 


Budapest Tragedy Evokes Sympathy and Other Reactions in Vernaculars 


The recent developments in 
Hungary, nearly forgotten Axis 
ally for Japan, have evoked 
varied responses here that 
ranged from sympathy to 
alarm and to studied calm. 

Major vernacular dailies edi- 
torially deplored in unison the 
Soviet action, but their pages 
~eflected other emotions as 
well, 

Typical of the editorial reac- 
tion to the-ruthless suppression 
by Moscow of the Hungarian 
revolt was the Nov. 6 issue of 
the Asahi Shimbun. It read in 
part: 

“The Soviet Union has been 
saying that her ‘peaceful cCo- 
existence’ policy applies to her 
relations with every country. 
But her recourse to military 
force in Hungary reduced this 
idea to mere empty words.” 

Representing the academic 
circles, Prof. Kisaburo Yokota 
(international law) of Tokyo 
University, wrote in the same 
journal on the Hungarian situa- 
tion that: “The military action 
taken by the Soviet Union, no 
matter from which direction it 
may be looked at, is indefensi- 
ble.” 

Similar reaction was noted 
in the weekly magazines, many 
of which reproduced the @rama- 
tic radio call for help by MTI, 
which according to the reports, 
died only when Soviet troops 
entered the announcer’s room. 


Deeply Sympathetic 

As days passed following the 
forcible suppression of the re- 
volt, a new thought occurred to 
the Japanese. The Tokyo Shim- 
bun ran an anonymous column 
on Nov. 19, which said: 

“Reports say that tens of 
thousands of Hungarians are 
being shipped to Siberia. It is 
completely out of reason that 
those people who fight for the 
independence of their own coun- 
try are made Soviet prisoners... 
Our heart is heavy when we 
think of the Hungarians. ship- 
ped to Siberia as the weather 
turns colder. We feel partic- 
ularly deeply about it because 
many of our own fellow-coun- 
trymen have been detained in 
Siberia for more than a decade.” 

The same thought was ex- 
pressed by Mainichi Shimbun 
in its editorial column on Nov, 
18: 

“hose prisoners now report- 
ed to be sent to Siberia by the 
tens of thousands, will be slaved 
in deadly cold and under hard 
labor, We don’t feel that this 
is a concern of other people 
because we have experience in 
having our fellow countrymen 
taken to the Soviet Union, 

“There is no_ justification 
whatsoever for the Soviet 
Union, which claims to have 
quelled the disturbance in Hun- 
gary at the behest of the Hun- 
garian Government, for taking 
Hungarian captives to her own 
territory.” 

Leftwing Views 

The leftwing elements of Japa- 
nese intelligentsia known for 
their consistently apologetic at- 
titude toward communism have 
been notably quiet about the 
East European tragedy. But 
when their views were sought, 
they did express themselves, 
shielding their embarrassment 
with. the aggression of Egypt by 
Britain, France and Israel. 

Tomoji Abe, a _ well-known 
novelist who has been equally 
prominent of late in leftist ac- 
tivities and pronouncements, 
said in the Mainichi: 

“The Hurcavian trouble, view- 
ed in broad perspective, is caus- 
ed by the conflict between the 
capitalist and Communist re- 
gimes, just as it was the case 
with Vietnam and Korea. In 
other words, the Scviet Union 
says she wo=ted to protect Hun- 
gary against counterrevolution, 
while Hungary seeks aid from 
West. As long as this basic op- 
position is not resolved, disturb- 
ances will recur . « .« 

“In any event, it is difficult to 
presuppose immediately on the 
basis of the Hungarian inci- 
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dent that there is no freedom in 
a socialist countr:.” 

“Of course,” he emphasized, 
“freedom of capitalism is ‘inai- 
vidual freedom, while that of 
socialism is freedom from ex- 
ploitation of human beings.” 

“The Soviet suppression of 
Hungary is unmistakably bad,” 
conceded Tatsuzo Ishikawa, an- 
other novelist, who created a na- 
tional furor earlier this vear 
when, upon returning from Red 
China, he suggested that the 
Japanese had too much freedom 
for no good purpose while free- 
dom in Red China had a con. 
structive purpose, 

He was quick to point out, 
however, that “both Britain and 
France’ have done the same 
thins about Suez. So it would 
not be right to accuse the So- 
viet Union alone,” 

Furious at Japanese 

In the Asahi Shimbun on 
Nov. 7, however, Ishikawa 
sounded meve righteously furi- 
ous. He contributed a signed 
article in which his premise was 
tnat the disturbances in Poland, 
Egypt and Hungary were a 
serics of events of the same na- 
ture in that they represented at- 
tempts by “satellite nations to 
break awav from the control of 
big powers.” Ishikawa’s theme 
is found elsewhere—Japan as a 
“U.S. satellite” and the question 
of what “we should do about jt.” 

“I pay my respect to the fierce 
action with which the Egyptians 
and Hungarians are attempting 
to safeguard the dignity of their 
nations and win freedom at the 
expense of their own blood. At 
the same time I cannot but be 
furious over certain kinds of 
Japanese who, unmindful of 
the fact that their own country 
is an American satellite, are 
content with a _ humiliating 
peace and decadent freedom.” 

Ishikawa of course does not 
recommend the Japanese, too, 
should shed their own blood 
like the Hungarians, but he 
would like to ask a question of 
“those phony leaders who claim 
that a nation without armament 
cannot have independence.” 

“How much armament did 
Egypt and Poland have? And 
yet they did what they were 
able to do.” 

Similar Sentiment 

Like sentiment was expressed 
by a Kanagawa farmer who 
wrote to the editor of the -Mai- 
nichi Shimbun. He said: 

“We are certainly enjoying 
freedom now so much so that 
there is talk that we have too 
much of it.” What bothered 
him, however, was the dark 
question: “If the government. 
changed and it abrogated the 
U.S.-Japan Security Pact and 
Administrative Agreement, de- 
manding immediate withdrawal 
of U.S. forces, would the U.S. 
be placid about it, saving that 
this is all a domestic matter? 
Isn’t freedom in Japan, there- 
fore, permitted only in so far 
as it doesn’t disrupt the U.S. 
defense setup?” 

The leftist forces in Japan, 
e.g. labor and Communists, 
assumed the only attitude they 
could take on the recent deve!l- 
opments in Eastern Europe: To 
stress the “difference” between 
the Hungarian situation and 
the Egyptian incident in that 
the former was perpetrated by 


counterrevolutionary and_im.- 
perialist elements while the 
latter was a “clear-cut case of 
imperialist aggression.” 

Sohyo, the stronghold of 
leftwing labor of Japan which 
had protested against British, 
French and Israeli governments 
against their invasion of Egypi, 
sent cables to the national 
councils of labor unions in the 
Soviet Union and Hungary, but 
not to their governments, The 
official statement “strongly 
hoped that the problems be dis- 
posed of through peaceful nego- 
tiations between the workinz 
people of both countries.” 

Soviet Measure 

Scrupulously it referred to 
the Soviet suppression of Hun- 
garian. rebels as “measures 
taken by -the Soviet Union.” 
The caution, according’ to 
Sohyo’s spokesman, was taken 
so as not to allow “the enemy 
to take advantage of” the state- 
ment. 

The Akahata, organ of the 
Japan Communist Party, which 
relied almost exclusively on 
Tass for covering the Hun- 
garian situation, crowed in its 
editorial on Nov. 6: 

“The assistance given by the 
Soviet Army according to the 
terms of the Warsaw Pact is 
an expression of noble . pro- 
letarian internationalism in the 
interest of the proletariat.” 

The Hungarian incident 
brought a little known interna- 
tional organization here into 
action. It is the Japan-Magyar 
Institute with a membership of 
about 300 Japanese friends of 
Hungary and about 40 Hun- 
garian residents in Japan. 

Originally created in 1938 as 
a semigovernment instru- 
mentality for the carrying out 
of the terms of the Japan- 
Hungarian Cultural Agreement, 
the body died a formal death at 
the end of World War IL. 

Only Tie With Hungary 

Since then, the substance of 
its function was maintained 
chiefly by one Japanese, who, 
after the downtown Institute 
office was burned down, carried 
on singlehandedly in his own 
Suginami home, 

He is Juichiro Imaoka, who 
spent 10 years of his early life 
in Hungary, promoting Hun- 
garian-Japanese cultural  rela- 
tions, 

Even after the Hungarian 
Government turned Communist, 
Imaoka has s@rved as a semi- 
official and just about the only 
channel of communications be- 
tween the two countries, which 
have no diplomatic relations, 

In conjunction with the Jiyu- 
jin Kyokai, Imaoka’s Japan- 
Magyar Institute sponsored a 
lecture meeting recently and in- 
itiated a campaign to _ raise 
funds for Hungary. At the 
meeting alone, ¥170,000 was col- 
lected. Ever since then Imaoka 
has been receiving contribu- 
tions in small sums of less than 
¥500 per person, mostly from 
high school students, 

One of the recent letters he 
received, Imaoka disclosed, was 
from a young Japanese who 
wrote: “I have little savings 
and I can’t send any money. 
But I would like at least to 
write to someone in Hungary 
to offer courage and comfort. 
Please give me a name and 
address.” 


Moscow-Belgrade Feud

LONDON — Marshal Tito’s re- 
lationship with the Kremlin 
which ever since tie end of the 
war has been a key factor in 
Eastern Europe is once again 
making the headlines, The re- 
conciliation between the Krem- 
lin and Tito, engineered 18 
months ago by Khrushchey as 
part of Russia’s new peacefully 
coexisting policy, has been the 
prelude to extraordinary fer- 
ment in Poland and Hungary, 
a ferment stimulated by Rus- 
sia’s leaders agreeing that Yugo- 
slavia was entitled to her own 
non-Stalinist type of Communist 
regime, and stimulated also by 
the Russian admission, under 
Yugoslav pressure earlier this 
vear, that other states could 
choose their own roads to socia!- 
ism. 

Now, in the last few days, we 
have seen a new and important 
change in the relationship be- 
tween Tito and the Kremlin. 
Last Thursday the Yugoslav 
Government startled the world 
with the text of a speech by 
Marshal Tito, a speech whicn 
virtually accused the Kremlin 
of making a complete mess of 


things in Eastern Europe and 


which put responsibility for that 
mess squarely on the shoulders 
of the Stalinist faction in the 
Kremlin. It blamed the Stalin- 
ists for being too slow 
democratizing the Communist 


regimes in Europe and delaying = 


the removal of reactionary lead- 
ers until it was too late, 
declared too that it was now for 
the Yugoslavs and the Poles to 
take the role of fighters against 
Stalinism in Eastern Europe. 


And it is worth noting that 
his speech was published on the 
very day that Gomulka, Po- 
land’s new leader, arrived in 
Moscow to negotiate with the 
Soviet leaders. 


The retort from Moscow 
came quickly. Within three 
days Pravda had published a 
violent attack on the Yugoslav 
President for meddling in the 
affairs of other Communist 
parties, It suggested that Tito’s 
interference was at least partly 
responsibl2= for the recent up- 


Stalinist as harmful to the unity 
which the international Commu- 
nist movement needed so much 
at present, 

This in turn has brought a 
sharp retort from the Yugoslav 
paper, Borba. And now the 
battle is going. 

The latest development in 
these curious shifts in the So- 
viet-Yugoslavy relationship has 
been the sudden arrest of Diji- 
las, the former Yugoslay Com- 
munist leader who quarreled 
with Tito. Djilas after a trial 
and partly suspended prison 
sentence two years ago, has con- 
tinued to criticize the orthodox 
Yugoslav attitude to events in 
Russia and to call for greater 
liberalization with Yugoslavia 
itsel:. One conclusion to be 
drawr. from these events is that 
Tito may feel that his regime 
is in some danger. Though mild 
enough in comparison with the 
Soviet system, his regime is still 
a one-party dictatorship, 

But on his past record the 
turbulent Marshal is likely to 
go on walking the tight-rope 
with his consummate skill. (Via

But anyhow I would not con- 
demn any thinker who does not 
change his views as speedily as 
it might seem to be proper in 
certain circumstances, because 
I know from experience what a 
tremendous effort is needed to 
defend or abandon one’s own 
convictions when events and 
truths pound against them. The 
very intellectual honesty 
(which we must suppose of 
t.iese men) encourages us to 
look for a change in their opin- 
ion. Surely they are going to 
notice sooner or later the terri- 
fying contrasc between soft 
words and brutal deeds of com- 
munism and surely such a re- 
alization forces any honest man 
tc condemn the Communist 
“standard of morality” instead 
of trying to exonerate it. 

One of the main strengths of 
the Communist ideology is that 
it forms the human mind in a 
sort of “monolithic” way. It 
leaves not much space for free 
investigation or as they say “de- 
viation.” Consequently the in- 
doctrinated mind is tied up and 
works almost entirely on the 
line of prejudices, e.g. that Com- 
munists are right whatever 
they .do and the other party 
must be wrong and wicked. 


On the other hand this inhu- 
man thought-control is one of 
the reasons why most of the in- 
dependent thinkers reject com- 
munism, Doctrinal slavery is 
unbearable in the long run, as 
we see it in the present attitude 
of the Hungarian Writers As- 
sociation which already months 
ago started its “revolt” and of 
the Hungarian university stu- 
cents who so valiantly sacri- 
ficed their very lives in their 
fight against Communist inhu- 
manity and for tho freedom of 
my ‘country. 


These facts, dear Sir, give us 
hopes that our Japanese intel- 
lectuals who up to now sym- 
pathized with communism will 
ee the full truth about it in the 
glaring light of the present tor- 
tures in Hungary.
